“the Democrats of Congress and agreed upon in 
caucus, the:railway magnate says there is nothing 
in it which should hurt business, and: that: pass-’ 
-ing the measure will be better than compromising 
in a manner which might cause a suspicion that 
special ‘interests are being favored. Such. a 
course, he says, would be followed by a political 
upheaval, which would only prolong the agony 
and uncertainty, and be more detrimental to 
“business, big and little, than °a lowered tariff 
schedule. ieee" 

Concerning the Japanese question and the Mex- 
ican uncertainty he is also optimistic and sees 
: ho cause to view either with alarm. ~He points 
out that-law or no law the Oriental can be ex- 
«| eluded by the simple method of not selling land

His interests are 
widespread gnd certainly would: be hit hard by 
anything approaching the proportions of a na- 
tional calamity, so it may be assumed that he has 
gone over the outlook with a fine-tooth. comb 
and magnifying glass, That he finds it so en- 
eouraging ; should induce others to be liberal and 
give three eheers.

ren¢y legislation, and we believe if the truth 


were known that is exactly the case. The tariff 


reduction has long ago been discounted by the° 


manufacturers and business men of the country, 
and they are almost withéut exception going 
right ahead now with inéreased outputs, working 
.day. and night to keep up with orders. This ap- 
plies even to the sugar factories of the west, 


which are egntracting greater acreages of beets’ 


than ever in their history, and that, too, in the. 
face of positive knowledge that sugar is going 
to be put, on the free list, 

Not so with the banking trust. The big banks 
of New York have passed the word out down to 
the smaller banks of the country to draw in out- 
standing loans gradually but effectually, and to 
be extra precautious about making new on%s. || 
The country bank, as a rule,’ is-dominated to a 
large extent by the infitienee of the large bank- 
ing institutions of New York. They will not 
truthfully deny this, and neither will they-truth- | | 
fully deny that they are actuated in their poli- 
cies.as a general rule by the attitude and policies 
of the big eastern money concerns with whom 


-they keep deposits and accounts. 


Try this theory out for yourself, if you want 
You will find that loans have been called 
in gradually for sothe time, and that it is not 
easy, as a-rule, to obtain new ones from banks. - 
This policy has’ always. 
been adopted by the money interests of the coun- 
try when legislation effecting its interests: and 
business was impending, and in this maiiner it 
has staved off legislation many times. The panie 
of 1907 was a. bankers’ panic, brought about by 
men like Morgan, and for no better reason than 
to use as a elub over Roosevelt, the Congress and 
the business interests of the country. 

There will be no panic this time, as the admin- 
istration will not stand for it; but money will 
not be so easy until after the pending legislation || 
is definitely settled and the bankers have gained 
from the ‘lawmakers every possible concession 
which they can. Just stick a pin here and mark 
the prediction. 

“This writer is not antagonistic to banks and 
bankers, but on the contrary deems them neces- 


‘sary and splendid institutions which are of much 


good to the country, speaking broadly, but which 
will bear 


watching just as much as the all 
great business interests and trusts will. 
We are not wailing at banks, but merely stat- 


ing facts. One fact is that the banking system 
of America is the worst in the world. 
is that it is the habit of the big hanks to bring 
about a tightness of money when national ’legis- 
lation eonce rnigg their business is threatened or 
at all likely, and that what little stri ingeney there 
may be here and: there over the country at pre- 
sent is due more to the pending eurreney legis- 
lation than to tariff reduetion.
